The  Local  Board  (iT  Madison 
County  was  organized  vmdir  the  di- 
rection of  our  honored  guest  of  tliis 
day,  Provost  Marshal  General  Enoch 
H.  Crowder,  with  Clarence  G.  Taylor 
chairman.  Leonard  L.  Saunders  sec- 
retary. Dr.  George  F.  Mills  medical 
member.  Dr.  Mills  soon  resi.uned  to 
accept  a  commission  in  the  service. 
Dr.  Nelson  O.  Brooks  was  appointed 
to  succeed  him  In  March,  1918.  Mr. 
Taylor  resigned  and  B.  Fitch  Tomp- 
kins was  appointed  in  his  place.  The 
organization  of  the  Board  was  then 
made  with  Leonard  L.  Saunders 
cliainnan,  B.  Fitch  Tompkins  secre- 
tary, Dr.  Nelson  O.  Brooks  medical, 
member.  Mrs.  Addie  B.  Rockwell  of 
Canastota  was  the  first  chief  clerk. 
She  was  succeeded  by  Eva  Ruth  of 
Oneida,  and  in  May,  1918,  Miss  Ma- 
tilda C.  Saunders  became  the  chief 
clerk. 

This  organization  was  continued 
until  the  Board  was  relieved  March 
31,  1919.  Hon.  E.  A.  Kiley  was 
county  appeal  agent  during  the  entire 
organization.  Hon.  J.  D.  Senn,  Hon. 
E.  A.  Kiley  and  A.  F.  Devitt  were  the 
legal  advisory  board.  The  Medical 
Examining  Board  consisted  of  Dr.  G.

The  registration  was  made  by  elec- 
tion districts,  and  in  June,  1917, 
2,9  34  men  registered;  August  26. 
1918,  279;  September,  1918,  4,604. 
making  a  total  of  7.817  men.  From 
this  number  1.1113  men  were  inducted 
into  service  thiough  the  board.  Only 
4  5  men  appealed  from  their  decision; 
23  of  these  were  refused,  leaving  the 
nominal  number  of  22  times  that  the 
Local  Board  were  reversed;  710  per- 
sons gave  assistance  voluntarily  in 
this  great  work.  We  regret  that 
space  will  not  permit  a  more  personal 
review  of  these  splendid  men.  It 
would  take,  however,  thousands  of 
pages  to  write  what  should  be  writ- 
ten in  their  praise.  It  is  sufTicient  to 
say,  every  man  served  with  diligence 
and  honor.  Every  quota  assigned  to 
this  county  was  met  exactly  on  the 
day  and  hour  with  a  hundred  per 
cent  response.

THE  FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


Uovernment  control  of  the  food  sit- 
uation in  Madison  county  was  estab- 
lished on  January  Ttli,  1918,  when 
W.  D.  Bartlett  was  sworn  in  as  food 
administrator  at  a  meeting  with  Mr. 
Hoover,  Mr.  Treman  and  .John  Mitchell 
in  New  York  City.  Shortly  afterward 
an  office  was  established  in  the  Oneida 
( ity  hall  through  the  courtesy  of  the 
city,  and  Miss  Olive  Merrill  of  Dur- 
hamville  was  appointed  clerk.  An  or- 
ganization was  then  perfected  through- 
out the  county  by  the  appointment  ot 
four  deputy  food  administrators, 
chosen  geographically  to  divide  the 
(ounty  as  nearly  as  possible  into  five 
divisions.  Mrs.  E.  J.  Kiley  of  Canas- 
tota  was  the  first  deputy  appointed, 
having  charge  of  the  towns  of  Lenox, 
Sullivan,  etc.  Charles  A.  Fox  of  New 
Woodstock  was  chosen  to  have  con- 
trol of  the  towns  of  Cazenovia,  De- 
Ruyter  and  Georgetown.  Harold  O. 
Wliitnall  of  Hamilton  very  kindly  con- 
sented to  act  as  deputy,  and  was  given 
tie  towns  of  Hamilton,  Earlville, 
Eaton,  etc.  Wendell  P.  Brown  of 
Leonardsville  completed  the  so-called 
Madison  County  Food  Commission, 
taking  charge  of  the  towns  of  Brook- 
tield.  Madison,  etc.  Mr.  Bartlett  was 
fhairman  of  the  commission,  taking 
charge  of  the  city  of  Oneida  and  the 
towns  of  Peterboro  and  Stockbridge. 


All  the  food  pi'ol)lcms  of  the  couiiiy 
came  under  tiiis  commission,  and  thou- 
sands of  letters  of  instructions  wore 
sent  out  from  the  Oneida  office.  Fail 
price  schedules  were  issued  weekly 
with  the  help  of  tiie  Oneida  Retail 
Grocers'  Association,  which  rendei-ed 
invaluable  help  to  the  administration 
;.ll  through  the  war.  Some  100  investi- 
gations were  made  upon  complaints 
received  at  the  various  offices,  and  be- 
sides tiie  regular  administrator  inspec- 
tors the  State  Troopers  afforded  great 
t:ssistance  in  making  investigations 
and  reports.  Happily  most  of  the 
complaints  were  found  to  be  ground- 
less and  only  four  convictions  were 
necessary  in  the  entire  county  for  food 
violations  during  the  war. 

In  August,  1198,  Mrs.  Kiley  was 
forced  by  ill  health  to  resign,  and  Her- 
bert L.  Gleason  of  Canastota  was  ap- 
pointed to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  did  so 
with  much  honor  and  credit. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  very  gen- 
erously furnished  all  funds  for  the 
v.ork  of  administration  and  appropi  i- 
ated  about  ?000  during  the  year. 

On  Fel)ruary  1st,  1919,  the  work  of 
the  administration  came  to  an  end 
av.d  the  resignations  of  the  County 
Pood  Commission  were  accepted  on 
tlial  date  and  the  oHices  closed.

COLGATE  UNIVERSITY 

By  Alfred 

Tlie  proportionate  contribution  o£ 
iiicn  made  by  Colgate  University  to 
the  various  branches  of  service  in  the 
army  and  navy  during  the  war  was 
not  excelled  by  that  of  any  other  col- 
lege or  university  in  the  United 
States.  Of  the  2,5uO  living  alumni  and 
the  640  students  connected  with  the 
university  when  the  United  States  en- 
tered the  war,  868  men  were  in  the 
service.  Six  hundred  and  sixty-one 
were  in  the  ai-my  and  207  in  the  navy. 
Of  these,  263  won  commissions,  and 
there  were  a  large  number  of  non- 
commissioned officers.  Twenty-three 
Colgate  men  made  the  supreme  sacri- 
fice. 

Within  a  week  of  the  time  the 
United  States  entered  the  war,  Presi- 
dent Elmer  B.  Bryan  placed  the  uni- 
versity, with  all  its  resources,  at  the 
disposal  of  the  government.  Lieuten- 
ant-Color.el  James  Ballentine,  D.  S.  O., 
an  officer  ii  the  Canadian  army,  who 
\i-as  invalided  home  after  three  years 
of  service  in  France,  was  placed  in 
charge  of  the  military  training  on  the 
campus.  Under  his  excellent  leader- 
ship instruction  was  carried  forward 
which  enabled  many  of  the  students 
to  receive  commissions  later.  From 
E-eptember  to  December,  1918.  the  stu- 
dents on  the  campus,  about  400  in  num-

Army  Training  Corps,  under  the  com- 
mand of  Major  L.  B.  Lawton,  U.  S.  A., 
retired.  Major  Lawton  won  the  Con- 
gressional Medal  of  Honor  for  service 
ill  Tiensin  in  1000.  when  he  was  se- 
verely wounded.  Ke  'acf  seen  service 
in  the  Philippine  campaign,  1899-1900. 
A  graduate  of  West  Point  in  1893,  and 
with  a  wide  experience  in  the  army 
behind  him.  Major  Lawton  made  an 
efficient  commanding  officer  of  the  Col- 
gate Battalion.  During  this  period  the 
tmiversity  was  under  the  control  of 
the  government.  The  dormitories 
v.ere  turned  into  barracks  and  strict 
military  discipline  was  maintained  on 
the  campus. 

The  service  the  men  of  the  univer- 
.sity  rendered  at  the  front  may  be  siv- 
uaiized  l)est  by  the  recital  of  the  deeds 
of  a  few  of  those  whose  "service  stars 
hi'.ve  turned  to  gold."

What  It  Did  in  the  War 

Few  realize  tlie  amount  of  war  woi  k 
iluil  was  (lone  by  the  Oneida  Coni- 
rminii.w  Ltd.,  in  our  sister  city  of  Sher- 
rill  aTid  at  Kenwood  during  the  war. 
Tiie  total  war  contracts  handled  by 
the  company  amounted  in  round 
figures  to  $l,74G,00O.  Gradually  the 
luige  factory  of  the  Oneida  Commun- 
I  ity.  Ltd.,  was  swung  into  war  work 
j  stride,  and  at  the  time  of  the  signing 
I  of  the  armistice  over  50  per  cent  of 
ih(>  output  of  the  factories  were  direct 
government  contracts  of  various  kinds. 
I  Not  alone  was  the  company  repre- 
sented in  the  war  work.  The  entire 
organization  entered  into  the  war  en- 
tluisiastically.  Two  hundred  and  sev- 
t  nty-six  of  their  men  entered  active 
service,  of  whom  ten  were  killed  or 
died  in  service:  a  number  of  others 
went  into  the  Red  Cross  or  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
work  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
s-^vt^i-al    others  were   in  W'asliington, 
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.iiiioni;  the  hiticr  Ixm-ij;  its  iiresidcnt . 
I',  n.  Noyes. 

At  the  beginniuK  of  the  \v;ir  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  voted  tliat  all  mar- 
ried me:),  or  single  men  who  had  de- 
pendents, should  receive  full  wages 
while  in  active  government  service; 
s-ngle  men  without  dependents  get- 
ting half  pay.  To  date  the  company 
has  paid  out  $11.'), 000. 00  in  special  war 
wages,  and  91  men  are  still  on  the  war 
I>ayroll. 

The  company  entered  into  the  war 
work  at  home  on  a  constantly  increas- 
ing scale,  at  the  time  of  the  armistice 
over  .'jO  per  cent  of  the  output  of  the 
factories  being  on  direct  government 
contracts  of  various  kinds.  These  con« 
tracts  were  as  follows:

When  we  are  welcoming  home  our 
biave  boys  we  must  not  forget  the 
i;allant  army  of  brave  American  wo- 
men who  served  in  the  Service  of 
Supply  as  Red  Cross  Nurses. 

They   exchanged   the   comforts  of 


home  for  the  toils  of  the  banacks. 
They  answered  reveille  in  true  sol- 
dier style.  They  drilled  and  trained 
like  true  veterans.  Whether  duty 
called  them  to  first  aid  stations  oi-  in 
base  hospitals  they  met  evei-y  emer- 
.gency  to  the  fullest  expectation. 

And  in  addition  to  the  dressings 
to  do,  the  medicine  to  give,  baths, 
food,  etc.,  there  were  letters  to  write 
for  the  brave  boys,  last  messages  to 
send  to  mother  or  wife  and  children. 
In  fact,  they  were  mothers,  sisters, 
nurses  and  peace-makers  all  in  one. 

The  nurses  always  had  a  cheery 
word  for  "Buddy,"  a  cigarette  or  a 
light  for  the  helpless  boy.  The  hours 
wei'e  never  too  long  or  the  mud  too 
deep  to  do  an  errand  foi-  the  nurses 
07'  the  boys.  They  helped  with  the 
dressings,  lifted  the  patients,  made 
this  one  moi-e  comfoi-table  or  short- 
r^^nd  the  crutches  for  anothei-. 
Whether  it  was  cooking,  washing 
(li'^h'-'S,  carrying  food,  running  er- 
rands or  digsring  graves,  if  there  was 
work  to  do  the  Yankee  boys  and  girls 
were  there  to  do  it  and  it  was  done. 

They  may  not  have  been  in  the 
front  line  trenches,  but  they  sav,-  and 
dealt  with  the  ravages  of  the  guns, 
and  many  a  boy  in  khaki  will  tell  you 
that  he  owes  liis  life  to  the  vigilance 
of  the  gii'l  in  liluc  v.  ith  tlie  Rod  Cross 
emblem.

WHAT  A  FEW  OF 

By  Corporal  Jerry  McCoulilf,  Co.  G, 
311th  Inf..  78th  Div.,  A.  E.  F., 
Oneida.

"Ail  the  world  knows  what  we  went 
llirougli  on  the  western  front  during 
the  year  191S.  but  none  as  well  as 
those  that  had  the  actual  experience. 
It  was  no  hoy's  play,  hut  hard  plug- 
ging day  in  and  day  out,  rain  or  sun- 
sliine,  it  made  no  difference.  We  were 
tliere  for  a  purpose  and  every  man 
li'oroughly  understood  and  did  what 
was  expected  of  him.  Company  G, 
"Uth  Infantry,  was  made  up  at  Camp 
nix,  and  contained  several  Oneidans 
and  others  from  this  country,  which 
lift  with  the  draft  contingent  from 
Wampsville  in  April,  1918. 

"This  company,  like  all  the  rest  of 
that  regiment,  and  also  that  Division, 
played  their  part  well.  Like  others 
il  ey  had  certain  work  to  perform. 

"The  M'.ulison  county  contingent  for 
Camp  Dix,  and  which  later  made  up 
V^e  311!h  rifaT>try.  left  Wampsville 
(  n  April  29th.  1918.  Arriving  at  Camp 
Dix  the  usral  formalities  of  examina- 
tions, etc.,  were  went  through.  Those 
failing  to  pass  were  ordered  hack 
home.    The  majority  of  the  men  from

this  county  passed  through  and  were 
j'ssigned  to  Company  G,  with  which 
unit  they  remained  throughout  the 
war.  On  the  night  of  May  18th  we 
hroke  camp  and  entrained  for  over- 
seas. On  the  19th  we  hoarded  trans- 
ports at  Brooklyn  and  set  sail.  Twelve 
days  latter,  or  on  :\Iay  .'Ust,  we  landed 
at  Liverpool,  England,  and  were  for- 
warded to  Folkstone,  a  summer  re- 
sort. Here  we  remained  hut  two  days 
and  again  eml)arked  on  Ijoats  for  the 
crossing  of  the  English  channel.  We 
landed  at  Calis,  France,  on  either  the 
2nd  or  3rd  of  .June,  and  there  wit- 
nessed our  first  battle  engagement.  A 
l.ombing  party  of  German  aeroplane^ 
was  paying  a  visit  to  the  seaport  with 
damaging  results. 

"From  Calis  we  were  moved  imme- 
diately to  the  .\rras  sector,  or  along 
that  por'ion  of  the  battle  line  held 
by  the  English,  composed  of  Austral- 
ions  and  Canadians.  We  were  given 
all  our  training  in  this  sector,  and 
here  it  was  we  had  our  first  baptism 
of  fire.  We  were  in  this  sector  for 
some  six  weeks  after  landing,  when 
cirders  came  through  moving  us  to 
the  American  sec  tor  around  St.  IMichel. 
Arrivin.g  there  we  took  over  a  section 
of  the  sector  on  September  14th,  and 
Irom  that  time,  October  2nd.  hell  it-

sell  broke  loose.  We  were  always 
f,'()ing  forward,  never  retreating,  never 
lessen the  pressure  on  the  enemy. 
'I'his  was  (lone  by  relays  of  our  troops. 
sDiuetiuies  tigiuing  continually  with 
maybe  twelve  hours'  sleep  in  three 
(l:iys.  Then  would  come  a  rest  period 
iiud  in  a  day  back  we  went  at  it  again, 
.About  the  lirst  of  October  orders  came 
which  resulted  in  our  being  shifted  to 
the  Argonne  forest  sector,  and  there 
cur  actions  in  the  St.  Michel  sector 
v>ere  duplicated  again.  In  all  of  our 
tirst  line  work  we  were  wading  the 
majority  of  the  time  in  mud  and  mire 
to  our  knees,  and  when  allowed  to 
rest  we  always  hunted  for  the  sofest 
mud  to  lay  in  —  making  a  little  easier 
bed. 

"George  Brown  of  Oneida  was 
V,  ounded  in  the  back  by  high  ex- 
plosives in  the  St.  Michel  sector; 
rioyd  Hoose  of  this  city  also  received 
wounds  ia  that  sector  in  September, 
while  I  lost  my  arm  on  the  morning 
cf  October  lt:th.  In  mud  and  'soup" 
llie  company  lay  awaiting  the  word 
lo  advance  iluu  morning.  The  night 
Ijrevious  Sergeant  Guyes  of  Buffalo, 
later  killed  in  action,  with  fifteen  men 
left  for  patrol  duty  across  our  front 
in  "No  Man's  Land.'  Orders  were 
for  his  return  by  dayl)reak.  Daybreak 
<ame  and  the  patrol  was  missing.  A 
lall  for  volunteers  was  made  to  go 
cut  and  endeavor  to  locate  the  patrol 
jMid  brii^g  back  the  information  they 
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had  secuied.  Myself  with  two  privates 
cf  my  sQuad  started  on  our  journey. 
Within  twenty  feet  of  the  German 
front  line  we  found  the  patrol 
stretched  behind  a  demolished  con- 
crete house.  They  were  practically 
exhausted  and  had  lost  some  men.  We 
secured  the  information  and  I  started 
back  to  the  company,  when  a  sniper, 
located  in  a  tree  on  the  German  front, 
raid  1110  the  coniiiliiiient  of  turning  his 


jittention  on  me.  An  explosive  bullet 
from  his  rifle  struck  me  in  the  left 
arm,  and  at  that  I  started  signalling 
to  our  company  our  position,  and  the 
return  signal  was  for  me  to  get  down. 
By  this  time  I  had  been  creased  by 
another  bullet  on  the  left  side,  and 
nipped  by  another  in  the  right  fore- 
arm.   Sergeant  Giles  called  to  me  as 

'what  the  h          was  the  matter.'  I 

explained  the  best  I  could  and  pointed 
out  the  sniper.  A  minute  later  he 
toppled  from  his  perch  from  a  bullet 
fiom  the  gun  of  Sergeant  Giles.  The 
latter  then  assisted  me  back  to  their 
I'osilion  and  tied  u])  my  arm  the  best 
];ossible. 

"For  the  next  fifteen  hours  we  laid 
in  that  position,  not  daring  to  move, 
as  it  was  swept  by  machine  and  rifle 
fire.  I  cannot  say  enough  for  Lee 
Davis  of  Munnsville,  a  member  of  my 
company,  and  to  whom  I  owe  a  great 
deal,  if  not  my  life.  Despite  the  liot 
fire  that  swept  'no  man's  land'  between 
our  position  and  the  company.  Davis 
having  heard  that  I  had  been  'knocked 
off,"  started  out  shorty  after  dusk  to 
look  for  me.  Time  after  time  we 
heard  him  calling  'Mac'  oh,  'Mac'  He 
at  last  came  across  our  position  and 
from  then  until  I  was  placed  abroad 
an  ambulance  1  was  under  Davis'  wing. 

"After  dark  we  left  for  our  company 
as  best  we  could.  Davis  assisting  me. 
Coming  across  a  soldier  I  asked  for 
water,    anrl    whon    this    was  refused. 
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Davis  saw  that  the  soldier  came 
across,  using  his  revolver  as  his  order. 
This  same  pistol  came  into  use  a  short 
time  afterwards,  when  Davis  saw  that 
J  was  placed  on  board  an  auto  am- 
bulance for  the  first  aid  station.  At 
first  the  driver  refused,  but  there  was 
no  arguments  when  the  gun  of  Davis 
was  again  brought  to  the  front.  Three 
hours  after  arriving  at  the  first  aid 
station,  I  was  again  placed  in  an  am- 
bulance with  two  others  and  started 
for  the  field  base.  Going  only  a  short 
distance  we  pitched  head  first  in  a 
shell  hole.  We  were  thrown  out  next 
to  a  church  where  we  laid  until  the 
morning.  Finally  I  arrived  at  Field 
Hospital  No.  14  on  the  night  of  the 
17th,  where  my  arm  was  amputated 
.iust  below  the  shoulder.  Three  days 
later  I  went  to  Base  No.  47  at  Beaune 
and  then  in  November  to  Base  Hos- 
pital No.  114  at  Bordeaux,  from  where, 
on  January  17th,  I  sailed  for  home  and 
arrived  at  Hoboken  on  February  16th. 
The  first  person  I  met  after  arriving 
at  St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Hoboken,  was 
Dr.  George  F.  Mills  of  this  city." 

In  Company  G  were  the  following 
men  from  this  vicinity:  Corporal  Mc- 
Couliff,  the  writer;  Daniel  Kinney,  who 
died  of  influenza  in  France;  Floyd 
Hoose,  Floyd  Hansen,  George  Brown, 
Julius  Hunziker,  Earl  McCormick  of 
this  city;  Guy  Brophy  and  Bill  Brown 
of  Canastota,  and  Lee  Davis  of 
Munnsville.

In  tlio  spi  ins  of  1917,  directly  after 
the  declaration  ol'  war,  the  National 
Guard  units  of  the  State  were  called 
into  active  service. 

Company  F,  lOSth  Infantry,  known 
as  the  Third  New  York  Infantry,  was 
assigned  to  duty  in  the  vicinity  of 
Oneida.  The  company  was  com- 
manded by  Capt.  J.  S.  Thompson  with 
First  Lieut.  G.  L.  Wilder  second  in 
command. 

The  company  remained  here  until 
the  middle  of  July,  1917,  when  they 
entrained  foi-  camp  at  Pelham  Bay, 
New  York,  where  they  joined  the  re- 
mainder of  the  regiment.  The  entire 
regiment  left  for  Spartanburg,  S.  C, 
in  September. 

May  17t]i,  191S,  the  company 
boarded  the  steamship  President 
Grant,  landing  in  Brest,  France,  on 
Decoration  Day.  Company  F,  as  a 
part  of  the  108th  Infantry,  saw  some 
haid  fighting,  especially  in  the  Dick- 
enbusch  sector  before  Kemmel  Hill 
and  at  Guillemont  Farm,  when  the 
far-famed  Hindenbrrg  line  was 
smashed.  The  latter  part  of  March, 
1919,  saw  the  return  of  the  Division 
to  America,  where  it  was  given  the 
historical  reception  in  New  Y'ork  city. 

All  the  communities,  including 
Oneida,  contributing  men  to  this  or- 
ganization, may  weL  feel  proud  of 
their  sons  and  their  achievements. 


Our  Medical  Men

Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution

The  Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  was  organized  in  Wash- 
ington, D.  C,  October  11,  1890,  with 
eighteen  members.  Begun  twenty- 
eight  years  ago  by  a  mere  handful  of 
women  foi'  genealogical,  historic  and 
educational  purposes,  the  society  has 
expanded  into  an  organization  of 
piactical  patriotism.  There  is  a 
membership  roll  of  146,400;  1,662 
Chaptei-s,  covering  every  State  and 
Territory  of  the  United  States  as  well 
as  many  foT-eign  countries. 

Memorial  Continental  Hall,  erected 
in  19  04,  located  between  the  White 
House  and  the  Washington  Monu- 
ment, is  a  splendid  memorial  to  the 
men  and  women  patriots  of  the  Revo- 
lution. This  property,  valued  at 
three-quarters  of  a  million  dollars, 
is  held  under  a  charter  granted  by 
the  United  States  Government — the 
only  one  of  its  kind  granted  to  any 
patriotic  society — and  is  free  from 
taxation  by  special  act  of  Congress. 

In  Madison  County  three  Chapters 
have  been  organized — James  Madison 
Chapter  of  Hamilton,  Mrs.  Robert  W. 
Crane,  Regent,  with  a  membership  of 
94;  Owaghena  Chapter  of  Cazenovia, 
Mrs.  Frederick  D.  Keppel,  Regent, 
with  a  membership  of  54;  and 
Skenandoah  Chapter  of  Oneida,  Mrs. 
Frank  W.  Farnam,  Regent,  with  84 
members.

Ol  Liberty  Bonds  and  War  Saving's 
Stamps,  Madison  County  has  pur- 
chasod  well  toward  seven  and  one- 
half  niilli(  n  dollars  worth.  This 
C()unt\-  in  the  five  Loans  subscribed 
the  stupendous  total  of  .1:6.889.900; 
and  the  county  sales  of  War  Savintjs 
Stamps  for  1918  were  .$406,065.14; 
or  a  combined  total  of  $7,395,965.14, 
without  addins:  in  the  War  Savings 
sales  so  far  in  1919,  complete  official 
statistics  on  which  are  not  available. 

I  make  bold  to  say  that  I  do  not 
believe  there  is  a  county  of  our  pop- 
ulation in  New  Yoi-k  state  or  in  the 
whole  nation,  for  that  matter,  that 
can  beat  Madison  County's  record. 

The  manner  in  which  the  men  and 
women  of  this  County — yes,  and  the 
boys  and  f^irls,  too,  for  there  are  hun- 
dreds of  Madison  County  school  boys 
and  school  girls  who  own  Liberty 
Bends  and  thousands  who  ovrn  War 
Savings  and  Thiift  Stamps — have  re- 
sponded to  these  campaigns  is  be- 
'.cnd  all  praise.  During  the  war, 
there  were  not  ever  3G,00")  ncople  in 
the  County — for  nca:-!y  2,000  went 
into  niilitarv  scrvic^.  and  hr.ndrcdG 


of  others  left  the  County  temporariI\ 
to  work  in  munition  plants.  The 
County  cast  only  11,9  78  votes  at  last 
fall's  election;  yet  to  one  of  the 
Loans  (the  Fourth)  there  were  no 
less  than  10,225  individual  subscri- 
bers in  the  County.  Taking  all  five 
Loans,  I  have  not  the  least  doubt 
that  there  are  at  least  18,000  persons 
in  this  County  who  own  at  least  one 
Liberty  Bond.  And  there  are  thou- 
sands upon  thousands  who  were  in 
on  all  fi\e  Loans  and  cheerfully  went 
the  very  limit  at  their  Country's  call. 

If  high  praise  is  to  be  accorded  the 
purchasers,  what  is  to  be  said  of  ihv 
hundreds  of  workeis,  men  and  wo- 
men, who  have  made  up  the  Liberty 
Loan  organization  in  this  County?  If 
it  lay  in  my  power,  I  would  award 
ever\-  single  one  of  them,  from  each 
town  chairman  down  to  the  humblest 
canvasser,  a  medal  of  gold.  Their 
service  is  beyond  all  praise. 

Space  does  not  permit  the  giving 
heie  of  detailed  figures  for  the  vari- 
ous towns,  but  the  wonderful  lecord 
of  Cazenovia  must  be  mentioned.

Loans  was  $61  2,900;  and  her  total 
subscriptions  $1,201,050;  oi-  an  over- 
subscription of  $588,150.

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AERIAL  PHOTOGRAPHY 


By  Frank  R.  Seiber  of  Oneida 

Aerial  photography,  or  the  taking  of 
l)hotographs  from  captive  balloons, 
dirigibles  and  aeroplanes,  is  a  result 
of  the  late  war.  Introduced  by  the 
French  and  Germans,  it  remained  for 
America  to  perfect  this  art,  an  art  in 
which  we  excel  any  of  the  allied 
armies.  The  photographic  sections  of 
the  A.  E.  F.  at  the  end  of  the  war  are 
far  better  equipped,  much  better  or- 
ganized and  capable  of  producing  more 
work  than  any  of  the  armies  of  the 
world. 

At  first  thought  it  seems  a  very  sim- 
ple thing  to  make  pictures  in  the  air, 
but  such  is  not  the  case.  You  may 
ask  why.  Consider  how  valuable  these 
pictures  are,  then  think  of  what  the 
enemy  will  do  to  destroy  those  pic- 
tures; how  far  he  will  go  to  bring 
down  that  photographic  plane  hover- 
ing overhead  which  is  recording  his 
every  movement.  Consider  that  the 
pictures  taken  by  the  winged  photog- 
lapher  is  a  constant  marvel  and  de- 
light to  the  headquarters  division  like- 
ly to  be  interested.  You  can  see  half 
obliterated  footpaths  and  dug-out 
stairs  in  a  print  taken  from  a  height 
of  ten  thousand  feet.  A  new  battery 
emplacement  can  be  spotted  a  few 
hours  after  it  is  established.  The 
print  will  show  clearly  the  newly-worn 


paths,  the  scorched  trees,  and  faint 
discoloration  which  indicates  the  ap- 
pearance of  camouflage,  where  none 
liad  been  when  last  the  place  was 
photographed. 

An  approaching  enemy  attack  is  re- 
f.ected  through  the  delicate  lens  of 
a  camera  hovering  sixteen  thousand 
feet  overhead,  which  is  why  the  en-

emy  planes  attack  it  in  great  num- 
bers. 

When  our  big  guns  opened  up  on 
the  distant  railway  shuttle  linking 
Nezieres  with  Longuyon,  the  flying 
cameras  photographed  the  target  be- 
fore and  after  the  first  shots  and  sub- 
mitted prints  to  the  gunners  so  they 
could  con-ect  their  fire  accordingly. 

Stirring  are  the  stories  the  me- 
chanics tell  as  they  groom  the  ships 
at  night  in  the  dim  lit  hangars,  patch- 
ing them  up,  oiling  them  and  getting 
them  ready  for  the  flight  at  dawn. 

They  tell  of  the  two  planes  that  wert 
attacked  by  six  enemy  ships  soon  after 
crossing  the  lines.  One  plane  came 
home  with  sixty-eight  machine  gun  bul 
lets  in  the  panels  and  fusilage,  the  ob- 
server's wind-shield  shot  away,  and  the 
pilot's  coat  pierced  by  four  bullets. 
The  other  plane  arrived  home,  but  not 
before  the  machine  had  fallen  twelve 
thousand  feet  before  the  unconscious 
pilot  came  to.  He  taxied  his  machine 
10  the  hangar  with  his  observer  sit- 
ting in  the  seat  behind  him  dead.  The 
pilot  took  the  afternoon  off,  his  plea 
being  he  wasn't  feeling  just  right,  but 
the  following  morning  was  out  on  an- 
other mission. 

The  negative  plates  are  at  once 
rushed  to  the  photographic  laboratory, 
v/here  developing  and  printing  of  the 
pictures  take  place.  The  laboratory 
njay  consist  of  a  rudely  constructed, 
canvas    covered    frame,    made  from 
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linilis  of  tri'i-s.  It  iiia\'  a  specially 
t'(iuil'l><nl  pliotoRrapliic  truck  with 
trailei',  a  miiiiher  of  which  were  suc- 
cessfully operated  in  the  zone  of  ad- 
vance and  constantly  under  shell  fire, 
01  an  old  shell-torn  chateau  basement, 
liable  to  lie  blown  to  fragments  at  any 
time.  The  men  in  these  laboratories 
were,  most  of  them,  expert  photog- 
raphers before  giving  their  services  to 
(■ur  government.  Men  from  California, 
from  Texas,  from  Virginia,  and  nearly 
every  state  of  the  Union.  Many  of 
them  had  completed  the  special  course 
in  photography  at  the  government 
school  at  Rochester,  N.  Y.  Brilliant 
fellows  from  our  best  movie  studios 
voluntarily  gave  up  their  positions  to 
serve  Uncle  Sam.  These  men  had  in 
them  the  spirit,  the  perseverance  and 
courage  to  work  long  hours,  sometimes 
all  night,  in  close,  stuff,  dark  rooms. 
An  instance  is  recalled  of  two  photo 
sections  producing  sixteen  thousana 
l.rints  for  one  day's  work. 
Every  human  effort  and  all  the  amaz- 
ing ingenuity  employed  in  digging. 
Misting  and  fishting  over  all  the  ter- 
litory  of  the  war  zone  is  now  recorded 
l  y  the  air  photographs.  Aerial  photog- 
raphy has  been  a  most  vital  weapon 
in  the  waging  of  tlie  war,  and  from 
now  on  these  photographs  will  be  the 
chief  records  of  What  was  accom- 
plished and  How  it  was  accomplished. 


THE  RED  CROSS 

Red  Cross  woi  k  in  Mf.dison  county 
was  carried  on  during  the  war  with 
a  viiror  and  efliciency  which  surprised 
even  the  most  enthusiastic  woi-kers 
and  reflected  great  credit  and  honor 
upon  all  viio  pai'ticipated  in  the  ser- 
vice cr  contributed  to  the  cau.se.  The 
women  in  every  town  were  devoted.

scll'-saci'iliciii.i:;  and  ali-rl  to  i  \ry\  ilc- 
mand  for  supplies,  and  a  coni-tant 
stream  of  a.'ticles  foi-  the  soldiers  v/as 
kept  going  to  headcjuarters. 

The  Oneida  Cliaoter  was  organized 
April  17,  1017,  and  maintained  a 
stron.g  working  force  until  the  spring 
of  miD,  with  branches  at  Oneida 
Castle,  Stoclcbi  idgc,  Mr.nnsville,  Mad- 
ison, Solsville,  Bouckvillc,  Durham- 
ville,  Hig2:insville,  Sylvan  Be:.ch  and 
West  Vienna.  A  total  of  !)3,7.55  ar- 
ticles v.'as  sent  to  Division  Headtiuar- 
ters  and  5,9  56  were  distributed  lo- 
cally. Besides  these,  there  were  65 
cases  of  old  clothing,  Aveighing  11,- 
195  pounds,  seni;  abroad  to  refugees. 
A  well  organized  Junior  Red  Cross 
composed  of  school  children  aided 
immensely  in  this  great  woi  k. 

During  the  influenza  epidemic  the 
chapter  and  its  branches  also  ren- 
dered invaluable  service.  The  chap- 
ter was  headed  by  J.  M.  Goldstein  as 
chairr.ian  with  Mrs.  Meichant  B.  Hall 
in  charge  as  first  vice  chairman. 

Another  Red  Cross  Chapter  was 
maintained  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  county,  with  Hamilton,  ISIorris- 
ville,  Cazenovia  and  other  towns  in 
its  field,  and  it.  too,  did  a  no!:le  work, 
sending  to  headquarters  and  abroad 
thousands  of  articles  for  the  soldiers. 

Canastota  and  C.iittcnango  had 
branches  connected  with  the  Syracuse 
Chapter,  and  maintained  most  efli- 
cient  organizations.  That  at  Canas- 
tota made  69,257  articles  for  soldiers. 
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TRAINING  AIR  PILOTS 


By  Lieut.  H.  Earl  Munz 

During  ttie  war  the  training  tor 
prosi  ective  pilots  in  the  Air  Service 
was  divided  into  three  periods: 
Ground  School,  Mobilization,  and 
Flying.  The  length  of  the  course 
varied  from  four  to  ten  months. 
Among  the  Ground  schools  were 
Ithaca,  Princeton,  Boston,  Columbus, 
Champagne,  Berkeley  and  Austin. 
At  the  time  of  the  writer's  Ground 
School  training  the  prescribed  course 
was  eight  weeks.  Later  it  was  ex- 
tended to  twelve. 

Final  examinations  were  held  in 
infantry  drill  regulations,  courts- 
martial,  army  regulations,  army  pa- 
per work,  motors,  airplanes,  meteor- 
ology, instruments  and  compasses, 
map-reading,  modern  warfare,  aero- 
dynamics, wireless  sending  and  re- 
ceiving, installation  and  fundamental 
principles  of  radio,  etc.  A  concen- 
trated, comprehensive  knowledge  of 
all  these  subjects  was  required  and 
obtained.  Many  men  could  not  stand 
the  work  or  retain  their  quickly  ac- 
quired knowledge,  and  they  fell  by 
the  wayside.  A  list  posted  every  Sat- 
urday told  the  story  of  success  or 
failure. 

At  Camp  Dick,  Dallas,  Texas,  con- 
stant drilling,  reviewing,  studying, 
hiking  and  preparing  for  inS'^ections

was  the  day's  work.  Any  sin  against 
discipline  or  order  was  usually  paid 
for  by  a  hike  of  25  miles  over  Texas 
roads,  under  a  Texas  sun.  The  Dal- 
las people  were  wonderful  in  their 
hospitality.  Nothing  seemed  to  be 
too  good  for  a  cadet.  The  beautiful 
Dallas  Country  Club  was  always  open 
for  Camp  Dick's  men.

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One  morning  at  about  two  o'clock 
25  cadets,  of  whom  the  writei-  was 
one,  got  off  tlie  train  at  Wichita 
Falls,  Texas,  and  were  piled  into  two 
motor  trucks.  They  wondered  what 
Call  Field  would  be  like.  Their  ex- 
perience did  not  lessen  their  wonder- 
ment, for,  as  they  started  to  pile  out 
at  reveille,  a  friendly  "non-com." 
yelled:  "You  men  better  not  turn  out 
foi-  reveille;  you  haven't  hr.d  much 
sleep.  Breakfast  will  be  served  at 
ten  o'clock!"  However,  future  events 
showed  that  the  life  was  not  entirely 
a  path  of  roses. 

The  first  flight  was  rather  disap- 
pointing. The  only  sensation  was 
that  of  nosing  swirtly  downward.  It 
was  the  same  feeling  that  is  experi- 
enced in  an  express  elevator,  only 
more  so.  The  first  real  thriP  came 
after  the  cadet  was  "turned  loose." 
He  had  had  from  two  to  ten  hours  in 
the  air  with  an  instructor,  and  was 
now  considered  able  to  try  it  alone. 
Somehow  he  got  the  ship  into  the  air 
and  returned  to  the  field.  He  breathed 
a  big  sigh  of  relief  when  the  ship 
again  rested  on  terra  firma;  the  or- 
deal was  over  and  he  was  now  on  the 
way  to  earn  the  coveted  double  wings 
of  the  pilot.  There  were  six  stages 
to  pass  through  before  these  wings 
and  the  commission  were  forthcom- 
ing: the  dual  stage,  accompanied  by 
an  instructor;  the  first  solo  stage, 
where  the  cadet  learns  to  land  accur- 
ately; the  R.  M.  A.  stage,  in  which 


he  leai'ns  spirals,  side-slips,  cross- 
wind  take-offs  and  landings;  the  for- 
mation stage  where  he  learns  to  know 
every  movement  of  his  sh.ip  and  be- 
comes able  to  control  its  flisht  with 
greater  dexteiity;  the  cross-country 
stage,  which  consists  of  long  trips 
and  side-slipping  into  small  fields; 
and,  finally,  liic  saint  stage,  in  which 
he  learns  the  Immelman  turn,  loops, 
tall-spin,  falling  leaf,  reversements 
and  vrilles.  ^\'hen  all  tliese  stages 
have  been  passed  successfully  the 
cadet  is  commissioned  a  Second  Lieu- 
tenant, A.  S.  (A)  R.  LI.  A.

The  lieutenant  is  nov.-  a  pilot  in  the 
sense  that  he  can  fly,  but  much  liard 
and  interesting  work  is  ahead  of  him 
before  he  becomes  a  real  aviator. 
For  the  finishing  touches  he  is  sent 
to  an  advanced  flying  school.  There 
aie  three  kinds  of  pilots:  puisuit 
pilots,  bombers,  and  Army  Corps 
pilots.  The  writer  was  sent  to  the 
Pursuit  School  at  Rockwell  Field, 
San  Diego,  Cal. 

'ihe  writer's  greatest  sensation  in 
his  flying  career  v;as  experienced 
above  the  clouds  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia. It  was  a  dark,  gloomy,  misty 
day  on  the  ground  and  he  almost  ga\  e 
up  the  idea  of  flying.  But,  acting  on 
a  "hunch,"  he  took  off  in  the  rain. 
A  heavy  layer  of  dai'k  clouds  hung 
about  fifteen  hundred  feet  from  the 
ground.  The  ship  dove  into  the  layer 
and  climbed  up  through  the  cold 
damp  mass  for  about  ten  minutes. 
Suddenly,  a  dazzling  brightness  was 
aprarent  as  the  ship  rose  out  of  the 
mass.  There  was  not  a  cloud  to  hide 
tlie  blue  sky  above  and  the  sun 
smiiod  down  on  the  cloud  bank  be- 
low, making  it  appeal-  like  heaped-up 
s;nov'  mixed  with  rainbows.
